Background: In Decem- 
ber of last year, six Jena 
High School students were 
arrested and charged with 
second degree attempted 
murder for beating up a 
white school mate. The situ- 
ation began when a black 
student, after asking permis- 
sion from the school princi- 
pal, sat under an unspoken 
“all-white” tree. Nooses 
were discovered hanging 
from the tree the next day. 


The. superintendent, of the 


LaSalle school district re- 


duced the original punish- 
ment of expulsion to a three 
day, in-school suspension, 
claiming the demonstration 
was a “prank.” Black stu- 
dents at the school retaliated 
with a “sit-in” under the tree. 
After back-and-forth fight- 
ing between black and white 
students, the so-called, “Jena 
Six,” were arrested and 
charged as adults and one 
has remained incarcerated 
up to this day. 

On Thursday, September 
20th the sparsely populated 
town of Jena, LA temporari- 
ly grew from about 2,500 to 
over 20,000. Our bus looked 
as though it parked in the 
middle of the woods. 


sporting black 
wardrobe flooded from 
every direction towards 
Ward Ten Park. A rally pre- 
ceded a march for the free- 
dom of the Jena Six. 

We looked around and no- 
ticed that the group we were 
with was probably the 
largest group of whites pres- 
ent. We exchanged similar, 
confident glances, and it be- 
came obvious in that mo-

corner in the town. Heli- 
copters swarmed above, but 
the noise was drowned by 
inspirational messages de- 
livered by multiple members 
of the National Association 
for the Advancement of Col- 
ored People (NAACP). 

The Louisiana State Po- 
lice estimated that at least 
20,000 traveled to Jena for 
the rally/march. Protesters 
traveled from states as far as 


ment. We were meant to be 
there. Upon this realization, 
the previous priority of ob- 
jectivity seemed out of 
reach. 

Hundreds were already 
gathering on the wet grass of 
the Ward Ten park by 7 a.m., 
and state troopers were gath- 
ering at nearly every street

and North Carolina. It was 
obvious the situation in 
Jena, La had prompted 
strong emotions in people 
all over the country. We pon- 
dered how we were expected 
to devote ourselves to this 
state that seems to have an 
archaic mentality, cont.pg.4

The City Council in 
Shreveport, has had it with 
saggy-pants favored by 
some youths, next month a 
fashion offense could cost 
$100. Mayor Cedric Glover 
signed an ordinance setting a 
community decency stan- 
dard approved 4-3 that es- 
sentially bans people from 
wearing their pants below 
their waists, exposing under- 
garments or flesh.

On September 31, Shreve- 
port City Council approved 
an ordinance banning wear- 
ing pants below the waist in 
public.

Josh Porter ready to make 
return to center court! 

The doctor came 
into the room and said, 
“Josh, you are definitely not 
normal.” This is exactly 
what Josh wanted to hear. 
On September 7th, Josh 
Porter, senior, criminal jus- 
tice major and shooting 
guard for the men’s basket- 
ball team, had one final 
MRI and was given a clean 
bill of health. His spine is 
straight and all of the bones 
have fused back together. 

Last season Porter 
suffered from a very serious 
neck and spine injury that 
could have changed his life 
forever. Now fully healed, 
Porter thanks “God and all 
[he] can do is smile.” 

Porter broke his C-5 
vertebra in 3 places. The C- 
5 vertebra controls most 
movement and functions of 
your body. Two days after 
the accident, Porter was op- 
erated on at LSU Medical 
Center. Doctors said Porter 
had a 99.9% chance that he 
would never walk or have 
feeling in his body again. 

The night of the ac- 
cident, Porter remembers 
thinking about his mom, 
dad, teammates, and then 
his basketball career. 

Initially Head 
Coach, Chad McDowell 
thought “he just can’t catch

a break.” Porter had already 
been to the hospital twice 
that same week for a broken 
nose and bruised tailbone. 
McDowell 
remembers when the 
paramedics took him out of 
the gym. Porter raised his 
finger and said goodbye to 
the crowd. 
“It was his way of telling us 
he was going to be ok, 
whether the doctors told 
him he was ok or not,” said 
McDowell. 
McDowell has been coach- 
ing Porter for the last eight 
years, making him the play- 
er he has coached the 
longest. McDowell said it 
has been an honor to coach 
him and wants Porter to en- 
joy his last year at the colle- 
giate level. 
Porter said he feels like a 
king, because no one can 
change that he is here or 
why he is here. 
“I can shoot better, jump 
higher, and run faster,” said 
Porter. 
Through all of these events 
in the past year, the coaches 
and teammates have been 
there for Porter and each 
other. 
“When we say ‘one-two- 
three together’ at the end of 
practices, we mean it,” said 
McDowell.

but the words of Jesse Jackson’s rally speech came to 
mind: “There is a Jena in every state.” 

The words of many other NAACP speakers continue to 
echo. Dennis Courtland Hayes, one of the national board di- 
rectors for the NAACP, reminded the crowd to remain confi- 
dent. 

‘Together we must continue standing up for what is right,” 
said Hayes, “Racism in America is alive and well.” 

Voting was a major focus for the rally speakers. NAACP 
members encouraged the crowd to have a voice about who is 
in charge, and the organization provided a booth where any- 
one could register to vote. 

Towards the end of the rally, protestors began lining in 
rows of eight. Awestruck at the size of the crowd, it was hard 
to believe this all started from a student seeking shade under 
a tree. 

There was definite racism occurring in Jena, La, and 
inconsistent discipline was applied to the white and black 
students of Jena High School. Otherwise, why were tens of 
thousands gathered on this day? 

While at the march, it seemed the demands would be 
met; the passion was undeniable, but oppression continues to 
occur. The website, www.overthrow.com, published the ad- 
dressed and phone numbers of the Jena Six families, encour- 
aging harassment from callers. The website is entitled 
“Lynch the Jena Six” and even lists whether the numbers are 
active or not. The FBI is investigating the site from the pos- 
sibility of breaking federal law. 

A petition for the freedom of the Jena Six is 
available online. the petition will be sent to both Governor 
Kathleen Blanco and LaSalle parish district attorney, Reed 


Walters, and it can be found at www.colorofchange.org/jena/.
